SHOT 


AProminent Indiana At- 
torney Killed. 


Ex-Public Prosecutor HultzMeets 
the Maui 


Whose Domestic Honor He Had 
Betrayed,

SULLIVAN, (ind.), Dec. 24.—(By the 
Associated Press.) William C. Hultz, a 
prominent attorney and former Public 
Prosecutor, was assinated by a masked 
man this morning. The assassin en- 
countered Mr. Hultz on the street, and 
fired at him point-blank with a shot- 
gun, wounding him in the right should- 
er. Hultz ran across the street for re- 
fuge in a livery stable, and, just in 
the doorway, received the contents of 
the second barrel of the shotgun in his 
back, dying in two or three minutes. 
He lived ‘long enough, however, to call 
out to the men in the stable that he 
had .been shot by Sam Willis. 

The assassination was not a matter of 
much surprise, owing to the fact of the 
intimacy between Hultz and the wife 
of Willis. Three or four months ago 
Willis lay in wait and found the couple 
in an incriminating position at his 
house. He shoet and wounded Hultz, 
but the latter escaped and left town. 
A few days ago he returned. 

About an hour after the shooting 
Willis was met coming into town by a 
constable, and darrested. He claims he 
is innocent of the shooting. Willis is 
an ex-Sheriff of the county, and lives 
on the farm a mile from town. He was 
divorced from his wife soon after the 
first shooting of MHultz, “then 
brought a damage suit against him. 
The suit has not yet come to trial. 
Willis ‘had refused an offer of $1,000 to 
compromise, and had made threats to 
finish Hultz. When arrested this morn- 
ing. Willis tookyshe. matter lly, 
ing it was all new to him. e evide 
collected during the day points Baa) a 
ly to him as the assassin. 


ARMOUR INSTITUTE. 
An Alleged Plot to Blow Up the Chicago 
Structere 


CHICAGO, Dec. 24.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) A- our Institute, the 
grand gift orf the wealthy pork-paceker 
whose name it bears, has been threat- 
ened with destruction by a dynamite 
crank, and it is said the same crank 


has threatened the lives of P. D. Ar-. 


mour and Rev. Frank Gunsaulus, pres- 
ident of the institute, and pastor of 
Plymouth Church. 

Neither Mr. Armour nor Rev. Gun- 
saulus will say a word concerning the 
danger to their own lives, but Rev. 
Gunsaulus has declared that a man once 
connected with the institute has 
threatened its destruction with dyna- 
mite. When the threat was made Rev. 
Gunsaulus suceeded in dissuading the 
would-be destroyer, who promised not 
to execute his threat. It is said that, 
counting on the warm friendship be- 
Gunsaulus and Armour, the crank de- 
manded that R®@v. Gunsaulus furnish 
him with money obtained from Mr. Ar- 
mour, and when Rev. Gunsaulus de- 
clined, threats were made to blow up 
the institute, and also Rev. Gunsaulus 
and Mr. Armour. 

Little Beatrice, the twelve-year-old 
daughter of Rev. Gunsaulus, stated two 
days ago that a man with a pistol had 
been ‘“‘following my papa around, and 
one day 2 man wearing a light overccat 
came home, and papa was afraid to 
have him around.’ This’ was the ex- 
tent of Beatrice’s information, except 
the remark: ‘“‘My father told me that 
much about it.” 

Tonight Gunsaulus refused to say 
anything about the personal danger, 
but said: ‘“‘It is true that threats have 
been made to blow up the institute 
with dynamite by a man who had been 
discharged, and who said: ‘I don’t 
care—I can fix the place any day with 
a little dynamite.’ I told him that 
further talk of that kind would lead 
to his arrest, but he said he didn’t 
mean anything, and went away. I 
have seen him around since, and am a 
little apprehensive."

KIDNAPED. 


‘The Queer Tale of a Wealthy Iron Man’s 


Experiences. 

CHICAGO, Dec, 24.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) Henry B. Shields, of 
Coleman, Shields & Co., of Niles, Q., 
was arrested last night, charged with 
kidnaping FE. M. Byers of Pittsburgh, 
a member of a wealthy iron house in 
this city. The warrant was sworn out 
by Mrs. Byers. Shields arrived in 
Chicago yesterday, and registered at 
the hotel under an assumed name. 
After the arrest, he was admitted to 
bail in $10,000. 

Agtorney George S. Baker, represent- 
ing Mrs. Byers, says that, in last May, 
Shields brought Byers from Pittsburgh 
to Chicago, and placed him in charge 
of Dr. Tallman, at the Great Northern 
Hotel; that by various artifices Byers’s 
temporary weak mind was inflamed 
against his wife, who for three months 
vainly tried to ascertain his where- 
abouts. Letters writtentoher by her 
husband were never sent. After a long 
search, Byers was found at St. Paul, 
in charge of a femalc nurse, and re- 
turned with his wife to Chicago, only 
to be again taken away by Dr. Tall- 
man during the illness of Mrs. Byers. 

This time, Tallman and the nurse 
took Byers to Montreal and registered 
under false names. Since then Byers 
has been taken to different parts of the 
country, and, though he has drawn 
but little money from the firm, about 
$15,000 has been supplied from some 
source, and spent on his account.

CONDITIONS AT RIO. 


Capt. Picking’s Conduct Criti- 
cised. 


Anti-Octroi Agitation at Palermo—Twenty- 
four Deaths from Cholera at St. Peters- 
burg—Identity of the Prague 
Glove-maker. 


Oy Telegraph to The Times. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 24.—(By the Asso- 
Ciated Press.) The Herald prints a 
Montevideo dispatch saying advices 
from Rio announce that Gen. Telles, 
who had one of his legs shot off re- 
cently by the insurgents, during an at- 
tack upon Governor’s Island, died to- 
day. 

Capt. Picking’s refusal to give the 
Ameérican vesels in Rio harbor all 
the protection they desired from the 
rebel fire, while landing cargoes, is 
asserted by aggrieved ship masters to 
be a virtual recognition of the insur- 
gents as belligerents, and their view is 
evidently shared by the American mer- 
chants in the city. 

These persons say that Capt. Pick- 
ing’s report of the situation to Secre- 
tary of the Navy Herbert has been so 
as tobe absolntely’ misleading, 


and they declare that a firm stand 


vaguc as to be absolutely misleading, 
officers here would be of material aid 
in bringing about a satisfactory ending 
of the revolution. 

The Herald's dispatch from Bahia 
says that a report has reached there that 
the government forces available for ac- 
tual service have been allowed to suf- 
fer seridus depletions from one cause 
and another, Peixotto has now deter- 
mined to raise the strength of the Na- 
tional Guard at once to a high stand- 
ard in several provinces. 


Accordingly, he has issued an order 
that drafts shall immediately. be made 
for that purpose of slightly more than 
twelve thousand men in each of the 
following provinces: Bara Piauhi, Sao 
Paulo, Para Haiba and Pernambuco. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Minister Mendonca 
received a cablegram from Rio late last 
night. He said it contained very en- 
couraging information. ‘‘The govern- 
ment reports to me,”’ said the the Min- 
ister, ‘‘that. there have been several im- 
portant changes in the positions at Rio, 
which greatly strengthen the govern- 
ment. All commanding islands in the 
bay are now in possession of the gov- 
ernment except Villegagnon, Cobras and 
Paquela.”’ 

Concerning the cipher message re- 
ceived from Rio last night, from Capt. 
Picking, Secretary Herbert having de- 
clined to give it out for publication, 
said today: “‘There is nothing in the 
message to indicate any recent victories 
either for the government or the reb- 
els, or that there is any material 
change in the situation.”’ 

TO ATTACK PEIXOTTO'S FLEET. 

BUENOS AYRES, Dec. 24.—It is re- 
ported that the Brazilian rebel war- 
ships Aquidaban and Republica are 
bound for Montevideo, where they will 
attack President Peixotto'’s fleet, which 
is fitting out there. 

Gen. Emile Mitre, chief of the general 
staff, is dead. 

CARGO TRANSFERS OBSTRUCTED. 

PERNAMBUCO, Dec. 24.—It is an- 
nounced that Admiral de Gama contin- 
ues to obstruct the landing of cargoes 
from ships, and only American and 
German merchandise is guaranteed pro- 
tection, 


‘ THE YOUNG CZECHS. 


The Dead Glovemaker Was a Dynamite 


Plotter. 

PRAGUE, Dec. 24.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) Three arrests have been 
made of persons suspected of implica- 
tion in the murder of the glove-maker 
Marva. Hé as known under the as- 
sumed name of Rigolette of Toscana, 
and was a ringleader of a society of 
Socialists. 

In a recent debate in the Reichsrath, 
Dr. Herrold, leader of the young 
Czechs, said he had in his possession 
Marva’s notebook containing a plan for 
blowing up the palace of Count 
Thun, with dynamite. Eighty young 
Czechs belonging to a Socialist society 
have been arrested, and will be tried 
for high treason.

SAW THE POPE. 


Dr. Depew Tells How He Met the Successor 
of St. Peter. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 24.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) Chauncey M. Depew, 
on his arrival from Europe today, 
talked entertainingly to an Associated 
Press reporter of his trip to Rome. 

“I did Rome in four days,” said 
Dr. Depew. “TIT wanted to see the 
Pope, but was told he gave no private 
audiences. Nevertheless, I received a 
message he would see me next day at 
noon. As I entered, the pontiff arose, 
came half-way across the room, shook 
me cordially by the hand, requested 
me to be seated, and then resumed the 
papal chair.”’ 

Dr. Depew said he found the 
Pope vigorous and strong in health, 
with the vivacity of 50 years, instead 
of 8. This was especially noticed when 
His Holiness was discussing the ques 
tions of the rights of property and of 
labor. 

“When I rose ta go,” said Depew, 
‘he took my hand, and said he had 
the profoundest respect and admira- 


tion .and@ love for the United States, 


and wished I-would tell the American 
people that he was much impressed 
with the World’s Fair, and had done 
all he could to help it; that he was 
much pleased and gratified to learn 
that I was always kind and ‘consider- 
ate to the employees of my company; 
and that I had never. made any dis- 
tinction between those of the Catholioe 
faith and others. He also expresse@ 
gratification when I told him of Arche 
bishop Corrigan. 

_“Thus ended for me one of the most 
pleasant meetings with one of the 
most eminent men of the age. The 
Pope sent a message to me, but I re- 
ceived it when I could not return to 
the Vatican. The Vatican looks to 
Americans with much interest, in view 
of the rapidly-increasing spread of So- 
cialism and theories, as her great field 
of the future.”

WE OWE A DUTY TO THE POOR. 


There has probably been no period in 
the history of the United States when 
our people were more in need of some 
passive assistance than they are at the 
present time. For some time back the 
wheels of almost every industry have 
been paralyzed, and, as a result, thou- 
gands have been thrown out of every 
regular means of subsistance all over 
our wide domain. Privation, distress 
and positive want have become wide- 
spread, and have, therefore, played sad 
havoc among the working population. 
But, be it remembered, we are not 
here for the moment to chonicle the 
causes, and to present, or even to sug- 
gest, a remedy for this lamentable de- 
pression. We have touched upon that 
phase of the subject in other articles 
and at other times. We now, and once 
more, wish to express the earnest hope 
that that confidence between man and 
man, so essential to our own national 
welfare and prosperity, may soon be re- 
stored. 

We are here more today—Christmas 
day—to plead the cause of the deserv- 
ing poor for it should never be said that 
in this land of sunshine 4nd plenty 
one single soul has ever suffered for 
the immediate necessities of life. This 

; would not be in accordance with the 
pretensions and character of the Amer- 
ican people, and, moreover, never should 
be. They belong to a noble ilk, and 
have ever been, conspicuous for their 
sympathy and practical aid in times of 
need. Neither would it be in. conso- 
nance with the golden precept of the 
Great Master. ‘‘Deal out thy bread to 
the hunery—if thou seest the naked, 

' clothe him, and bring the poor that are 
cast out into thy house.’”’ Our people, 
like their fathers of old, will meet the 
necessities of the occasion, and grant 
the required aid. The wails of mothers 
and the pathetic strains of suffering 
children should never grate unheeded 
on American ears, and Los Angeles has 
always been a covenant to herself on 
occasions of this kind, and has never 
once faltered on her path of duty. 
What she has been in the past.is but 
an index to her future action. Her As- 
sociated Charities, composed of sin- 
cere and earnest workers, who “never 
weary in well doing,’ are as a strong 
bond unto herself in the higher and 
nobler interests of the people. 

° But, in order to accomplish more, and 
make success doubly sure, acquisitions 
to the ranks’ of the Associated Chari- 
ties are essential. And here a difficulty 
often looms up. Many people who re- 
joice in the betterment of the race are 

“yet slow to engage in giving benevo- 
lent help, and often decline to do so 
for very good reasons. In some experi- 
ences in this direction they have been 
deceived, and so left the good work in 
disgust, because of their charity hav- 
ing been too often misapplied, and act- 
ually thrown away on unworthy and un- 
grateful people. This may be all very 
true, and is much to be deplored; but 
their reason for leaving the work, con- 
sidering the difficulty of success in any 
movement, cannot be regarded as sat- 
isfactory. Success in anything has 
never yet been attained without dogged 

. perseverance, and certainly the work 
of the charitable is no exception to the 
universal rule, for its duties and obli- 
gations demand judgment of the very 
highest order. Of course no one ex- 
pects perfection. Mistakes will trans- 
pire, and they are sure to crowd them- 
selves into the work of the benevolent, 
as well as anything else, and the re- 


sponsibility for their occurrence 
cannot always be justly fixed. 
But where is the task worthy 
of performance that is devoid 


of difficulty? The voice of Nature and 
the lives of men are silent as to the an- 
swer. The sun shines on many a fair 
blossom that never yields fruit, and the 
glorious clouds pour down their boun- 
ties on many a barren field. Education 
fails in its purpose to the extent of at 
least 75 per cent. oral training and 
the laws of husbandry have been par- 
tial failures since the\days of the flood. 
Physic fails of its pu and patients 
die. Even the preacher tulle; but 
where is the man who would abandon 
his work because good results are not 
always apparent? 
Man is answerable for duty, but not 
for results. And so. with faith in a 
promised blessing. Our preachers are 
required to preach in and out of sea- 
‘gon, to sow beside all waters; and we 
must never cease Our charities. The 
cold ingratitude of the world should 
not freeze our hearts. Jesus Christ Him- 
self met with much of this in His 
young life, yet the fountains of His 
heart were ever full, and never ceased 
to. flow. His miracles yielded no re- 
turn, nor, out of thousands to whom 
He imparted vigor, whose tongues were 
unloosed, on whose blind eyes He had 
poured light, was one to cry out, “Cru-

THE SANTA FE. 


The Divisions Not Covered by. 
the Receivership. 


Southern California Lines Will Not be Af- 
fected—Colorado Midland Not Afraid 
of the English Bondholders. 
Local Notes. 


It has. been tacitly understood, by 
those who were posted, that though 
a receivership should befall the Santa 
Fe system, the lines in California 
would be exempt. This was intimated 
in yesterday's Times, in a paragraph 
written before the news of the ap- 
pointment of receivers was received, 
and has been subsequently confirmed. 
General Manager K. H. Wade authof- 
izes The Times to announce, Officially, 
that the receivership of the Santa Fe 
lines does not extend to the Southern 
California road, which, though it is a 
portion of the Santa Fe system, will 
not be affected in any way by the ap- 

intment of the receivers. The road, 

e says, will continue to be operated 
in every respect as before, no changes 
being contemplated or expected. 

COLORADO MIDLAND SAFE. 


DENVER, Dec. 24.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) H. Collbran, general 
agent of the Santa Fe, says that the 
appointment of the receivers will have 
no effect in Colorado. When asked if 
he thought that the English stockhold- 
ers of the Colorado Midland would 
demand a separate receiver, Mr. Coll- 
bran replied: ‘“‘Not at all. The cases 
are entirely different. The entire stock 
of the Midland was bought by the 
Santa Fe, and the English stockholders 
can do nothing. The only redress 
they can have is to demand new re- 
ceivers, in case they are dissatisfied 
with those appointed by the courts. 

Midland Terminal, a new road be- 
ing built t6 Cripple Creek, which is to 
be a feeder of the Santa Fe, would not 
be affected, as the money for the con- 
struction had all been subscribed. 

ST. LOUIS, Dec. 24.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) It is ascertained that the 
receivers of the Santa Fe have agreed 
that creditors who have advanced money 
to keep up the system will be consid- 
ered preferred creditors, and that the 
wages of employees will be paid the 
coming week.

looking individuals who got off at Byr- 
bank. As soon as they set foot on the 
ground at the latter place they had 
evidently made their way up to the 
front of the train and by climbing 
over a freight car reached the engine 
and compelled the engineer to stop at 
After doing this they went 
to the express-car door and demanded 
admittance, all the while keeping the 
railroad men covered with their re- 
volvers. Failing to pursuade the mes- 
senger to open the door, they made 
use of dynamite and gained an en- 
trance after shattering the woodwork. 

Whether or not their haul was a 
good one is not definitely known, but 
they got safely away, at any rate, and 
have not yet been run down. 

It was 2 o'clock before the news of 
the robbery reached this city, and a 
number of deputy sheriffs and mounted 
police officers started out for the scene 
of the “hold-up,”’ hoping to be able to 
strike the trail of the robbers. They 
stayed out during the remainder of the 
nirht, but returned empty handed. The 
belief is that the men had horses hid- 
den near where the train was stopped, 
and that they made their way at once 
back to this city, is strongly enter- 
tained by the officers, and every sus- 
picious character about town is being 
closely ecrutinized. One of those en- 
ga in the hunt for the robbers 
states that late Saturday evening a 
man mounted on one horse and lead- 
ing another animal already saddled, 
Was seen to ride out of the city toward 
San Fernando, evidently bent on mak- 
ing some particular point before night 
closed in. In view of this circumstance 
the theory that the two highwaymen 
had a confederate who provided them 
with the means of making their escape 
is strengthened. 

WILL SMITH’S STORY.

and built a small fire by the side of 
the track. The other man went out 
on the train, riding on top of a freight 
car, just behind the tender of the lo- 
comotive. The first man, he said, had 
provided himself with a small bottle 
of kerosene, and, as the train ap- 
-proached Roscoe, he poured about half 
of it on the fire, causing it to blaze 
up. This was the signal to his confed- 
erate on top of the car, who clambered 
down over the tender and “held up 
the engineer at the point of a revolver, 
ordering him to stop the train, which 
he did, when two other men showed up 
with Winchester rifies. Smith says that 
he cannot account for the third man, 
however, who appears to have dropped 
out of sight immediately after the 


robbery, as only the tracks of two’ 


men and two horses could be found. 
The men then ordered the engineer 
and fireman to go with them, and 
went to the express car, when they 
called on the messenger to open the 
door, which he refused to do, where- 
upon it was blown open with dynamite. 
Smith says that the robbers were un- 
able to open the safe, and, in conse- 
quence, got nothing for their trouble, 
except $10, which they got from the 
engineer.. Smith is of the opinion that 
the men became frightened, as they 
made off rather abruptly, and, mount- 
ing their horses, started toward the 


city. The detective says that he could 


not get horses before 4 o’clock, and, in 

onsequence, lost much valuable time. 
He says that he is confident that if 
he could have got out at 2 o'clock 
he could have intercepted the men on 
their return to the city. He says, how- 
ever, that he has a clew, and thinks 
he will get the men. 

Sheriff Cline,and a number of his 
deputies were also out*on the search, 
and the police detectives and mounted 
officers have been furnished with de- 
scriptions of the men. 

KNOWS NOTHING ABOUT IT. 

William Pridham, local superintend- 
sent of Well-Fargo’s Express Company, 
when asked if he had any information 
about the “hold-up,”’ said that he had 
not. All he knew about the matter 
was the statement in the papers that 
there had been a robbery. It was some- 
thing with which his company- had 
nothing to do, it being a matter en- 
tirely for the railroad people to attend 
to. As to any losses, if there were 
any, Mr. Pridham was in ignorance. 

THE USUAL REWARD OFFERED. 
Southern Pacific Company has 
issued the following proclamation: 

“SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 24, 

“United States marshals, _ sheriffs, 
minor officers of the law, and others: 
Southern, Pacific passenger train No. 20, 
bound for San Francisco, was stopped 
by two masked men about twelve miles 
north of Los Angeles, near Burbank 
station, about 11:30 p.m., December 23, 
1893. These men entered the express 
car, using dynamite to force the door, 
and robbed Wells, Fargo & Co.’s ex- 
press of valuables. Following is a de- 
scription of the robbers: One man 
about 5 feet 9 inches in height, weight 
about one hundred and seventy-five 
pounds, wore dark-colored cape over- 


* coat, with white, low-crowned hat, had 


light mustache. The other about same 
height, weight about one hundred and 
sixty pounds, wore dark: overcoat and 
low-crowned hat. The robbers mounted 
horses and left the scene of the rob- 
bery in a northeasterly direction, horses 
apparently ranch horses. In addition 
to the standing reward offered by 
Wells, Fargo & Co., in such cases, the 
Southern Pacific Company hereby offers 
a reward of $1000 for information that 
will lead to the arrest and conviction 
of each or either of the men connected 
with the above-described robbery.

WHAT THE POSTAL CLERK SAW. 

W. W. Weller, one of the postal 
clerks, who went up on the train, re- 
eurned to the city yesterday, and was 
seen late last evening by a Times re- 
porter, to whom he gave the first ver- 
sion of the story yet obtainable, from 
the standpoint of one present on the 
scene. To be sure, Mr. Miller, in com- 
mon with his companions, cherished a 
due regard for his personal saiety, and 
did not venture out of his car for ob- 
servation, while the robbers had con- 
trol, but, from what he heard and felt, 
he was able to give the following ac- 
count of the ‘“‘occurrence:” 

“Our train left Burbank on time, Sat- 
urday evening, and nothing unusual 
was noticed until the little station of 
Roscoe was neared. All at once we 
heard several shots fired, and, a few 
moments later, the cars were brought 
to a standstill. One of the boys went 
to the doors, with the remark that we 
had either been ‘held up’ or ditched. 
Upon looking out, he saw. at once what 
the trouble was, and quickly came back 
inside. We all kept very quiet, and 
said nothing, and in a few minutes 
one of the robbers came along and 
poked his head in at the door, saying: 
*You had better be still, if you want 
to keep out of trouble.’ He was march- 
ing the fireman and engineer along in 
front of him, each of the latter having 
his hands up. Just as the man stepped 
away, he exploded a bomb in front 
of our door, by way of warning, I sup- 


se. 

*““At Roscoe there is a ‘blind’ or half- 
siding, that is, a switch with one end 
closed by a sand bank and a heavy tie. 
After first stopping the train the high- 
Waymen made the engineer run the 
train onto this siding, the switch having 
been previously opened and left in 
readiness. They then went directly to 
the express-car door and without any 
preliminaries or without asking Mes- 
senger Potts to open up, placed a 
bomb under the front door, on the 
right side, and blew it open. Whether 
or not they got anything I do not 
know, but the engineer told me after- 
wards that they did not go away with 
empty pockets. From the moment the 
train stopped until the men made off 
they kept firing off their guns at ran- 
dom, at least twenty or thirty shots be- 
ing fired. 

“It was their intention to ditch the 
train by running it off the end of the 
blind switch before leaving in order to 
gain time, but the engineer.told them 
if they would agree not to do this he 
and the fireman would go down the 
track for a short distance when they 
got ready to go and not return to the 
train until a signal was given. This ar- 
rangement was consented to, and after 
the robbers had gone a short while a 
shot was heard,*the sound coming from 
some distance off, the engineer and fire- 
man came back and the train started 
once more on its way. As there is po 
telegraph Station between Roscoe and 
San Fernando it was some time before 
the news could be sent in.” 

As to the amount of money or valu- 
ables taken by the bold bandits, Mr. 
Miller knew nothing, as he left the 
train at the end of his run, a few hours 
later. He related one amusing inci- 
dent, which occurred in connection 
with the robbery. A constable, who 


- lives at San Fernando, chanced to be 


on the train, and when he heard the 
firing, he thought that the trouble was 
between the trainmen and tramps. So 
he started out, and arrived at the 
front just in time to see one of the 
highwaymen hold a gun up to the en- 
gineer’s ear. Still believing that it was 
a brakeman about to shoot a tramp, 
he rushed up and said: “Don’t do that, 
I am an officer.”” By this time the con- 
stable had got close enough to realize 
his mistake, and he was not slow to 
trot away down the track as fast as 
his legs could carry him, in response 
to the request of the man with the 
gun to

had been committed he came forward 
to say that on the way up a fellow 
had crawled under to where he was en- 
sconced, and asked him what he was 
doing. The tramp replied that he was 
stealing his way through to ‘Frisco,

Three 
shots were fired before he paid particu- 
lar attention, and the next thing be 
knew was to hear an order, uttered 
with an oath, to shut off steam. From 
that time on until the train started 
the firing was almost incessant. 

There is undoubtedly a connection 
between the two mysterious passengers 
who got off at Burbank and the strange 
man that led the saddle horse out of 
town, late Saturday evening, that will 
probably develop within the course of 
a few days. 

LOCAL OFFICIALS RETICENT.

Football Game Postponed 
One Week. 


The Outlook for Cycling at the 
Midwinter Fair, 


A Track to Be Built and Liberal 
Prizes Given. 


Crack American Cricketers Preparing to 
Cross the Water—The Development 
of the Trotter—QGencral 
Sporting Notes. 


The game of football, which was to 
have come off today at Athletic Park, 
between the Olives and the San Diego 
teams, has been postponed on account 
of the rain. The contest will prob- 
ably be arranged for New Year's day. 
There is much interest in football in 
Southern California, and it is more 
than probable that several matches 
will be arranged in the near future. 

CYCLING IN CALIFORNIA. 

Says the Chicago Inter-Ocean: 
“Western wheelmen who did not have 
enough of racing during the summer 
will be given al! the chance they want 
for rmore of it this winter, that is, pro- 
vided they go to California, and, as 
two or three fast Chicago men have 
about made up their minds to go, sev- 
eral others will possibly follow: 

“The racing will be at the Midwin- 
ter Fair in San Francisco, and it will 
be on a larger scale than ever before 
attempted west of the Mississippi. The 
Executive Committee of the fair has 
appointed an Executive Committee of 
Athletic Auxiliary, and an excellent 
site has been chosen directly adjoining 
the fair grounds. The space available 
is about 600x700 feet, and will be con- 
nected with the man fair grounds by 
a tunnel, making it a regular Midway 
Plaisance. On this space it is the in- 
tention of the committee to construct 
@ three-lap track, and outside of this 
a two or two-and-a-half bicycle track 
of earth, with clay surface, thirty-five 
feet wide, and banked on the corners. 
Five thousand dollars has been set 
aside for the bicycle. track, and it is 
expected that it will- be finished before 
the end of this month. Inside the two 
tracks will be a football field and a 
baseball diamond, while the great 
grandstand will almost surround the 
racecourse, and contain training quar- 
ters, baths, clubhouse, offices, etc., and 
will be used for the exposition opening 
and conventions, as the weather here 
is so mild that outdoor speaking will 
be more convenient than indoors else- 
where. Besides, the great audiences 
can best be accommodated in the grand- 
stand. 

“The Athletic Auxiliary is presided 
over by William Greer Harrison, long 
known as a prominent member of the 
Olympic Athletic Club and an athlete. 
The Executive Committee is made up 
as follows: Bicycling, George P. Wet- 
more, president of the Bay City Wheel- 
men; football, R. E. O'Connor; base- 
ball, Col. T. P. Robinson; college ath- 
letics, L. E. Prescott; Pacific Coast Ama- 
teur Athletic Association, R. E. May- 
nard. treasurer P.C.A.A.A.; Turners, 
Dr. Max Magnus; Scottish games, F. 
J. L. MeCormac. Archibald McKillip, 
who is secretary of the committee, is a 
football enthusiast, and well fitted for 

e ition. 

Wetmore of the Bay City 
Wheelmen, has entire control of the 
cycling department, and says the track 
will be the best that can be built, and 
a record breaker in every way. He 
was one of the designers of the famous 
cement track in San Francisco, and, 
being an architect and a wheelman of 
experience should be able to make the 
new track a good one. The same con- 
tractor who built the cement track will 
build the new one, and plans are al- 
ready perfected. 

‘The intention of the management is 
to hold a big tournament every week 
or so during the continuance of the 
fair, and every inducement in the way 
of valuable prizes will be offered in an 
endeavor to get the cracks of the 
country to compete. The first tourna- 
ment-.will be held about the middle of 
January, and others will follow rapidly. 
The cycling clubs throughout Califor- 
nia will also hold meets in the differ- 
ent cities, and a regular circuit may 
possibly be formed.” 

THE CZAR’S TROTTER,

A Merry Christmas in Town— 
Details of the Day. 


Athletic Sports—A Pretty Incident of the

The people of Pasadena always have 
40 much to be thankful for in a gene- 
ral way, that they are ever in the 
spirit to make the most out of every 
holiday that come? along. Christmas is 
a time for universal merry-making and 
good-cheer, and nowhere is the day cel- 
ebrated with more enthusiasm than 
right here at home. Today will prove 
no exception to the rule.
